CONFUCIANISM A CODE OF MORALS 


The president of China, who is virtual- 
ly an emperor, since he abolished the 
new China parliament that was created 
by the revolution, that substituted an 
elective head of the Bovernment for the 
hereditary monarch, has caused to be 
established Confucianism as the state 
religion of China. 

The President succeeded in getting rid 
of the parliament, substituting for it the 
administrative council, and the advuption 
of the state religion was done at his 
orders. There is nothing strange in this, 
since all Asiatic and European countries 
have had state established religions and 
some Kuropean countries still maintain 
them, although the custom is going out 
of use. 

As to Confucianism, it is a eode of 
morality rather than a religion, for it 
teaches honesty, truth-telling, charity and 
purity of life, but does not, ineuleate the 
worship of any particular diety, and so 
its members and neophites worship Con 
fucius himself. 

The Chinese have had Buddhism, and 
Brahmanism also, but the President has 
chosen Confucianism. Confucius was 
born and taught his doctrines in the 
fourth century before the Christian era, 
but while his doctrines are worthy and 
just they do not stop wars or revolutions 
any more than does Christianity, or any 
other religion. This fault, however, is 
not in the religion but in the men who 
profess it.

But to invite the 
people to give the authorities definite 
evidence of profiteering seems very much 
like the old familiar diversion of passing 
the buck. The people are not regularly 

in the business of gathering definite evi- 
dence of illegal practices; state adminis-

Still the proposed investigation will 
help if it is started and concluded quick- 
ly, if it is made comprehensive and if the 
facts produced immediately become the 
basis of definite action. Such an investi- 
gation, however) would be worse than 
useless if it was treated in the fearsonie- 
ly diffident manner as was the economy 
and efficiency commission’s report on un- 
necessary state offices and expenditures.

State officials know enough already to, 
justify action. They do not have to wait 
for the people to produce evidence. They, 
know, for instance, that the state mark«t 
commissioner was active in the organiza-; 
tion of the producers and distributers of | 
poultry and eggs, that this state-aide|' 
association, by tactics of threats and co- 
ercion, took practical control of the re- 
tail distributing market, and that eggs 
are now selling at 60 cents a dozen in 
August—twenty cents a dozen more than 
the producers get. They know that this 
association has been guilty of profiteer- 
ing, as in the case of the influenza epi- 
ing, as in the case of the influenza epi- 
demic when eggs were boosted to 97 cents 
because of the necessity of eggs for the 
sick. 

State officials also know about the as- 
soqation, formed with the assistance_of 
the market commission, of the distribut- 
ers of milk and other dairy products. 
They know how official opposition has 
met every effort and suggestion from the 
people to bring about a reduction of 
prices. They know that officialdom has 
opposed and defeated every effort of the 
people, that is the producers and con- 
sumers, to win their independence of the 
profit-taking middlemen, even going to 
the extent of ignoring and defying the 
law. In the face of the clear record it is 
fatuous to talk about the people giving 
the authorities evidence.
